The opening ceremony was the reception of the 
Hierarchy at the Cathedral, Friday afternoon, with 
Pontifical Benediction. An hour before, the seating 
was nearly occupied. The noble Catholic families 
were well represented. The Cardinals’ procession pro- 
ceeded to the west door to meet the Hierarchy. Three 
Archbishops and twenty Bishops followed the Car- 
dinal and his retinue into the Sanctuary. It was a 
glowing river of rich color and was succeeded by the 
beauty in ritual and music of the impressive Pontifical 
Blessing. 

The opening of the Congress held the same evening 
in the Albert Hall was attended by an enormous 
gathering. His Eminence Cardinal Bourne presided, 
assisted by four Archbishops. His was the key-note 
speech of the Congress and in no uncertain language 
he dealt with the two problems confronting the whole 
country—the settlement of the education question and 
the safeguarding of the Christian tradition of moral con- 
duct which here, as in our own country, by reason of 
laxity in marital relations and the inroads of the birth 
control heresy, is in grave peril. It was perhaps the 
most striking address His Eminence has ever delivered 
in public, eminently sound and fearless. It is plain 
there i¢ none other than the Catholic body that can 
combat this evil with any hope of success. 


A CaTtHo ic Souicitor-GENERAL 
The most exciting event of the evening was the 


ovation accorded the Solicitor-General, Sir James 
Melville, K.C., M.P., who rose to second the vote of 


thanks proposed by Archbishop Mostyn. Sir James 
is the first Catholic Solicitor-General since the 
Reformation. He has a magnificent voice and an 


elegant presence and delivery, one that must redound 
to the credit of his Nation. When in proclaiming his 
debt to Daniel O’Connell, for his own position in gov- 
ernment, the entire audience rose and cheered the 
name of the Liberator for several minutes. In return- 
ing thanks the Cardinal said: ‘What I have spoken 
of this evening is, I think you will all realize, a vital 
matter, not so much for ourselves as for the whole of 
England.” 

Pontifical Mass was sung every morning in West 
minster Cathedral except on Sunday, when to accom- 
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modate the crowds it was held in the open-air in the 
adjoining grounds. 


OVERFLOWING MEETINGS 


The meetings of the various societies held at con. 
venient halls both Saturday and Monday, were gen. 
erally overflowing and enthusiastic to a degree. It 
was impossible for the writer to attend all, but by rush. 
ing from one place to another, a very good idea of 
present Catholic work and aims in England could be 
obtained. 

Meetings were held on Saturday and Monday morn. 
ing and afternoon, at Hotel Cecil, Westminster Palace 
rooms and Caxton Hall by combined societies for the 
Return of England to the Faith, Catholic Evidence 
Guild, Catholic Confederation, Catholic Council for 
International Relations, Catholic Social Guild, Knights 
of Columba, Catholic Stage Guild, Catholic Truth 
Society and many others. At the Evidence Guild 
meeting at Hotel Cecil Mr. G. K. Chesterton spoke 
on the Emancipation of the Atheist. He described 
him as one exceedingly limited, even as to gesture and 
movement. ‘He cannot kneel, somewhat like one of 
the lower animals whose knees are not constructed for 
kneeling.” ‘“H. G. Wells,” he said, “believes there 
exists a purpose in the universe, but not a person in 
whom the purpose resides. That seems something like 
a joke wandering about the universe, without anyone 
having made it, or a memory without anybody remem- 
bering.” Among prominent speakers at this and other 
meetings were such well-known names as Fr. Vincent 
McNabb, O.P., the Earl of Iddesley, Fr. C. C. Martin- 
dale, S.J., Very Rev. Bede Jarrett, O.P., Fr. Ronald 
Knox, Fr. Van der Schueren, S.J. Fr. Ronald Knox's 
paper “The Changing Position” before the Catholic 
Truth Society was a masterly work, detailing the com- 
plete reversal of beliefs and disbeliefs of the forces 
opposing the Church. The Federation of Catholic Uni- 
versity Societies held its meeting on Sunday evening at 
the Convent of Charity and was addressed by Father 
Martindale. 

Cardinal Bourne presided at both the Men's 
Demonstration, Saturday evening and the Women’s 
Demonstration, Monday evening, at Albert Hall. Both 
were filled to the doors, seven to eight thousand being 
seated on both occasions. 

The speakers at the former were the brilliant Arch- 
bishop Williams of Birmingham, Law Justice Russell, 
Rt. Hon. Viscount Fitz Alan, Mr. F. N. Blundell, J. P., 
Canon Howlett, and Mr. J. R. Oldfield, the Labor M. P 
More than twenty Archbishops and Bishops were on 
the platform. “A feast of music, poetry and elo- 
quence,” the Cardinal described the Women’s Demon- 
stration. The speeches were of a serious character con- 
cerning women’s work in the church, the home and 
public life. Among those speaking were Miss 
Kathleen Balfe and Lady Winefride Elwes. 

On Sunday afternoon, there was a procession of 
men from St. George’s Cathedral, Southwark to West- 
minster Cathedral. Twenty thousand men were in 
line. It was an impressive demonstration to London. 
Pontifical Benediction followed in the Cathedral

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Holy Father Selects Ut Omnes Unum Sint as General 
Intention of the Apostleship of Prayer for January 


His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, has assigned for the General Intention of the Apostleship of Prayer 
for January, 1930, and also for the Mission Intention — Ut Omnes Unum Sint — Translated into English 
these words mean “That All may be One,” and are taken from the prayer which Our Lord made in the 
Upper Room at Jerusalem, just after eating the Pasque with His Disciples and instituting the Blessed Sac- 
rament. By this action the Holy Father has given evidence of his own personal interest in the Church Unity 
Octave, for in the explanatory notes sent from Rome to the editors of the Messenger of the Sacred Heart in 
the various nations of the world, the Church Unity Octave is especially referred to and emphasized. 


It is estimated that there are Thirty Million Members of the Apostleship of Prayer altogether, and if all 
these, in obedience to the Holy Father’s wish, observe the Octave and pray for the return of all Christians 
now separated from the Apostolic See, to Catholic Unity, the prayers of such a tremendous multitude ought 
to produce profound and far-reaching results, 


Inspired by the act of the Holy Father, who himself observes the Church Unity Octave, may we not 
anticipate a more widespread and universal outpouring of prayers all over the world for the return of the 
Wandering Sheep to Peter’s Fold during the eight days from the Feast of the Chair of Peter at Rome 
(January 18) to the Feast of the Conversion of St. Paul (January 25th.) Also we remind our Readers that 
there is just now pending the Holy Father’s answer to the petition of Thirteen Hundred Prelates of the Cath- 
olic world, asking the Vicar of Christ to make the observance of the Church Unity Octave universal by His 
Sovereign authority. Will not the five hundred thousand Catholics who read The Lamp recite One Decade 
of the Rosary every day for a month, that moved by the Holy Ghost the Successor of St. Peter will grant 
the prayer of so many Cardinals, Archbishops, Bishops, Vicars Apostolic, and Heads of Religious 
Congregations. 


In 1925 Pope Pius XIth instituted the Feast of Christ, the King as the most signal and crowning act of 
the Holy Year. What could more fittingly climax the Holy Father’s own Jubilee than the institution of a 
period of eight days of prayer to be observed by everyone, from the highest dignitary to the humblest lay- 
man, Ut Omnes Unum Sint that all who confess themselves to be Christians might be one in order that the 
world might believe and hail Jesus as King. Surely an Octave of Prayer for Catholic Unity follows as the 
logical sequence the institution of the Feast of Christ the King, because Our Lord Himself plainly 
revealed that the Unity of His Disciples in the One Church, which He founded upon Peter, must first be ac- 
complished before His Universal Reign as Christ the King could come to pass.

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Thirty years ago on the eve of St. Francis day, 
October 3rd, 1899, the Father Founder of the Society 
of the Atonement came to Graymoor to abide per- 


manently. The same afternoon with Mr. Joseph Davis, 
the builder of St. Francis House, (the Sisters’ Con- 
vent) acting as guide, he climbed for the first time 
the Mount of the Atonement and located the exact 
spot where the l-onastery buildings now stand. The 
next day the Right Reverend Leighton Coleman, D.D., 
Anglican Bishop of Delaware, visited Graymoor for 
the first time to dedicate and bless the Sisters’ new 
Convent. 

Owing to its being the Thirtieth Anniversary of the 
liscovery of our Holy Mountain and the dedication 
of the Mother House of the Sisters, St. Francis Feast 
was celebrated this year with even more than the 
usual fervor and solemnity. 

The liturgical celebration culminated in a Solemn 
High Mass in the Little Fiower Oratory at 9.00 o’clock 
on St. Francis day. 

The Monastery Church which bears the name of 
St. Francis was quite too small to contain the con- 
course of people and this was the reason why the 
Mass was held in the Oratory of the Little Flower. 
Not only the Friars, Students of the College and all 
the guests, employees of the Union-That-Nothing-Be- 
Lost and workmen on the Mountain were present, but 
also the Prefessed Sisters, Postulants and Oblates from 
the Convent in the valley below together with the 
guests of Our Lady’s Hostel, and the Graymoor 
villagers. The Minister 
General of the Society 
of the Atonement 
preached the sermon. In 
the evening of St. Fran- 
cis’ Day there was a 
Gaudeamus in the Col- 
lege and on Sunday 
night, October 6th, “The 
Path of Love,” a Fran- 
ciscan picture was given 
in the Sistzrs’ Hall.

KNIGHTS PRESENT $5,000 FOR PERPETUAL 
EDUCATION OF A YOUNG MAN FOR 
THE PRIESTHOOD 


Sunday, October 27th, 1929, was one more red letter 
day in the progress of the Society of the Atonement. 
By a happy coincidence the feast of Christ the King, 
instituted by the Holy Father in 1925 synchronized 
with the completion of a noble effort on the part of the 
Knights of Columbus of the Hudson Valley. 

The weather was propitious and everyone was 
happy. The lay brothers and students chaperoned the 
visitors around the Mountain. Daughters of America 
accompanying the Knights were hospitably entertained 
by the Sisters of the Convent. Some had never been 
to Graymoor before, and were deeply impressed with 
what they beheld. The various delegates were full 
of admiration over the scenery and the monuments to 
the industry and faith of the Founders. “How has it 
all come about>” asked the wife of a delegate from 
Beacon. “J am a little tired going round the sights, 
but what makes me feel that this is a place of great 
faith is what one sees in the way of improvements. 
That home for the Christophers is enlarging. You are 
going to raise a great shrine to the glory of Saint 
Anthony. Then, look at the Memorial to the Little 
Flower, my favorite friend in trial.” And so she went 
on, typical of many who rejoiced in the spirit of 
“Christ the King” and for all that Graymoor stands for. 

The practical side of the happenings of the day was 
found indoors at the meeting of the delegates, subject 
to the order, routine, and ritual of the Chapter. It was 
called to order by Mr. Henry L. Forrestal of Beacon, 
the chairman, the pass-word taken, the roll called, and 
then with dignity and business-like formality, the items 
on the agenda—required by law—were gone over one 
by one. There was food for thought in that one event 
—a Knights of Columbus Chapter meeting for the 
transaction of business in the college of a great reli- 
gious order. 

The major item on the program related to the Holy 
Spirit Burse designed to educate through all the years 
some student for the Priesthood in the Society of the 
Atonement. Mr. William H. Casey of Cold Spring, 
Chairman of the Burse Committee since 1925 was 
called upon to render his final report. He unfolded a 
story that held the attention of every delegate present. 

The Holy Spirit Burse had been inaugurated by the 
Harlem Council of the Knights of Columbus and after 
they had raised through a long period less than two 
thousand dollars the Council abandoned the enterprise. 


It was at the first Chapter Meeting of the ‘Hudson 
River Councils held at Graymoor in October, 1925, 
that the resolution was taken to complete the task that 
the New York Knights had left less than half finished. 
A Committee of three was appointed, viz., Wm. H. 
Casey, James Kerr, and Joseph P. Monahan. Mr. 
Casey graphically described the ways and means em- 
ployed by the Committee to raise the three thousand, 
two hundred dollars necessary for the completion of 
the Burse. “Sometimes we were almost discouraged,” 
said Mr. Casey, “for you all know, gentlemen, what 
calls upon Catholics are made all the year round, such 
as building and equipping parochial schools, extension 
to Church property, and so forth. But, thanks to the 
cheery counsels of Father Paul from time to time, we 
are here to-day to say our final report is on the table, 
and we shall reach the goal—$5,000. You have all 
done well, and we thank you with all our hearts.” 
(Loud applause). 

The Chapter meeting concluded at 4:45. Then 
followed a splendid religious ceremony in the Little 
Flower Oratory. A long and stately procession of the 
Students, Novices and Friars, followed by Compline 
beautifully sung, a sermon by the Minister General of 
the Society, an act of Consecration to the Sacred Heart 
of Christ the King, and solemn Benediction of the 
Blessed Sacrament. 

The Knights were given a taste of Franciscan hos- 
pitality, when after Benediction they were ushered into 
the Friars and Students refectories to partake of a 
monastery supper. At first it looked as if it was to be 
a lean dish. But the student waiters brought in a 
course of spaghetti, sweet potatoes, and luscious 
sirloin and porter house steaks, accompanied with 
home made loaves of bread from the Sisters bakery. 
Fine touches of humor emanated from the front 
benches, for example, when the Father General said, 
“TI shall be glad if you will remember we are open to 
receive your sons into the Society of the Atonement, 
and, if you ever should be up against the wall of 
adversity, we have our St. Christopher’s Inn for you 
in that event!” (Loud laughter). 

The crowning act of the day was the formal presenta- 
tion of a check by Mr. Casey to the Father General, 
thus completing the Burse to the handsome total of 
$5,000. Father General suitably and feelingly replied. 

Then, with the darkness illuminated by the flashes 
of a score of automobiles, the party broke up and some 
of us went to sleep thanking God for the holy 
omens of greater things to come.—A. M. N.

During the Summer, the chickens have been trans- 
ferred from the care of the Brothers Christopher on the 
Mount of the Atonement to the Tertiary Sisters on the 
Farm, with the result, no doubt, of more eggs and less 
cost of production. The old chicken houses are be- 
ing renovated and converted into an annex to Saint 
Christopher’s Inn, so that when the tide of unemployed 
humanity sets in strong towards the Atonement Moun- 
tain during the Winter months, we shall be able to take 
care of the overflow.

young men for the 
priesthood, to aid 
the missionaries, or 
to build the Na- 
tional Shrine of 
Our Lady at the 
Catholic University in Washington. As evidence of 
this statement we quote from a circular sent to fifteen 
thousand greeting card dealers throughout the United 
States. The letter states that this particular firm will 
print “for distribution to the retail trade eighteen 
million dodgers of an educational nature, relating to 
Christmas Cards.” 





“These dodgers will carry an appeal to the public to 
support the responsible established greeting card dealers, 
and will advise them as to the exact legal privileges they 
enjoy in handling boxes of Christmas Cards, which come 
to them unordered, through the mail. 

“As a Second Step in the distribution of educational 
Propaganda in this campaign, it will be arranged, through 
the co-operation of local Chambers of C ce, Mer- 
chants’ Associations, and similar organizations, to publish 
newspaper articles throughout the United States, built 
around the point stressed in the enclosed dodgers. 

“As a Third means of insuring the national distribution

of the educational propaganda for this campaign, a radio 
broadcasting program, enlarging upon the broadcasting al- 
ready done by the Better-Business Bureau, will be launched 
on a nation-wide scale. 

“The object of this campaign is to strike a telling blow 
at Greeting Card Peddling, whether done by mail, or by 
personal solicitation. 

“This can best be done by arousing a nation-wide senti- 
ment against Greeting Card Peddling. 

“It is our belief that this nation-wide public sentiment 
against peddling can be successfully aroused by the simple 
expedient of using the stores of fifteen thousand established 
greeting card dealers as distributing stations for the educa- 
tional propaganda used in the campaign.” 


History repeats itself, and this propaganda launched 
by a manufacturer of stock Christmas Cards reminds 
us of what happened in Ephesus as a result of the 
preaching 


of St. Paul—‘“A certain man named 

Demetrius, a silver- 

smith, who made 

silver temples for 

Diana, brought no 

small gain to the 

craftsmen, whom 
calling together 
the workmen 
of like occupation, 
Said: ‘Sirs, you 
know that our gain 
is by this trade; 
and you see and 
hear that this Paul 
by persuasion hath 
drawn away a 
great multitude, 
not only of Ephe- 
sus, but almost of 
Asia, saying: 
they are not gods 
which are made by hands. So that not only this, our 
craft is in danger to be set at naught, but also the 
temple of great Diana shall be reputed for nothing. 
Having heard these things, they were full of anger, and 
cried out, saying: Great is Diana of the Ephesians. 
And the whole city was filled with confusion; and hav- 
ing caught Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, 
Paul’s companions, they rushed with one accord into 
the theatre.” 

Mindful of this experience, St. Paul in one of his 
epistles wrote, “Alexander the copper-smith hath done 
me much harm.” 

FOREWARNED IS FOREARMED. Therefore we are malr- 
ing known to our Readers the source from which this 
publicity propaganda against the use of the mails in 
sending Christmas Cards to our Benefactors emanates, 
and the mercenary purpose behind it. We trust the 
members of our Lamp Army will see to it that the war 
declared upon us by the manufacturers of Christmas 
Cards for secular profit only, will do us no harm.

True Story of a St. Christopher Medal 





We begin this story by reprinting an excerpt from 
THe Lamp of March, 1928, which follows: 


WANTS BYRD MEDAL ON FLIGHT TO 
NORTH POLE 


Under date of January 18th, the Editor of THE 
Lamp received the following letter from a reader on 
Park Avenue, New York City: 


“Re kind enough to send me at once one of St. Chris- 
topher’s Automobile Medals. Kindly bless it and say a 
praver for the success of the dirigible which will go soon 
to the North Pole leaving the City af Rome. In the dir- 
igible will go one of my relatives and some more dear 
people, Many thanks for the favor 1 am asking. I like 
hetter to obtain it from you than to get one from the store 
here in the city.” 


In sending the medal we wrote as follows: 

“We are sending you an exact duplicate of the medal that 
Commander Byrd used in making his Transatlantic flight 
to Paris and which he expects to carry with him when he 
starts on his expedition to the South Pole next September.” 


Everybody knows about Commander Nobile’s 
Expedition to the North Pole and how disastrously 
it ended. For weeks and months the daily press was 
filled with accounts of the Expedition and the thrill- 
ing efforts that were made to save the crew of the 
wrecked dirigible. 

With this introduction we continue the story of the 
Medal sent to the lady on Park Avenue; who by the 
by was Mrs. Emma Fuigihara. The N. Y. Journal of 
Tuesday, June 12, 1928, carried a picture of Mrs, 
Fuigihara and her cousin Natale Cecioni and the 
following headlines and story: 


PRAYS FOR KIN ON ITALIA 
PINS HOPE ON SACRED MEDAL 


Cousin of Nobile’s Engineer Arranges Novena for 
Crew Stranded in Arctic 

Will the Medal of St. Christopher save General Nobile 
and his men? Will the sacred memento, blessed by the 
Franciscan Fathers, prove the token of good luck that will 
bring the brave adventurers of the “Italia” out of the 
frozen wastes? 

The affirmative answer to these questions is given by 
Mrs. Emma Fuigihara, who prays devoutly every day for 
the safety of her second cousin, Natale Cecioni, engineer 
aboard the “Italia” now with the men who are stranded in 
Polar sea ice. 

Cecioni carries with him a precious medal, about three 
inches in diameter, given to him by Mrs. Fuigihara two 
He pledged himself 
never to allow it to be separated from him and Mrs. Fuigi- 
hara is confident that he and the “Italia” crew harbor it 
closely as they stumble hopefully toward civilization. 

Mrs. Fuigihara declares that she has never felt any 
doubt about his eventual safety, and has arranged a Novena 
for three weeks, with the Franciscan Fathers, the object of 
which is to pray for the safe arrival of the missing man 


years ago upon his visit to Harlem, 


Cecioni was engineer of the Norge on the Nobile-Amund- 
sen-Elisworth flight over the North Pole in 1926. When he 
came here Mrs, Fuigihara wrote to Graymoor, Garrison, 
New York, religious token 
which she presented to him as a protection in time of need, 
He later wrote and said that his associates prized it greatly, 
At the time, Mrs. Fuigihara relates, the Italian engineer 
said he intended to make the present flight and would take

the medal with him. 

Across the Medal is inscribed, “St. Christopher, preserve 
us from accident.” With a blessing, it is a protection for 
Roman Catholics. 

Mrs. Fuigihara’s last recollection of the engineer of the 
Italia crew was upon the occasion of his visit to her on his 
way home after the Norge trip across the Pole. He promised 
to return again, after the present voyage, to Harlem and 
his colleagues, 


It has now been several months since we received 
the following letter from Mrs. Fuigihara: 


Dear Father Paul: 

Excuse my long delay in answering your letter but 
I could not reply on account of my cousin not giving 
me the information and story of the trip he made to 
the North Pole last Spring, (1928). He was one who 
fell on the ice pack at the terrible tragedy and his leg 
was broken in two places and he had nothing to dress 
it with; no bandages and no doctors’ care and he lay 
on that ice for about five weeks, almost without food. 
He lost his sight for four days and he was separated 
from the other four and in great danger. In their ef- 
forts to reach him they could not see him until one of 
them saw a bear so near and ready to grab him. The 
poor fellow could not see. He was blind and he did 
not know the beast was there in front of him.” 


ENGINEER CEcIONI’s LETTER TO Mrs. FuiGcIHARA 


This is my cousin’s letter which I translate for you: 
“My Dear Emma: I took St. Christopher's Medal 
with me and I put it in the Navicella (a small vessel 
attached and also part of the dirigible, the command- 
ers place). After the horrible happening and among 
the wreckage, when we came down after a few mo- 
ments I found St. Christophers medal near me. | 
picked it up and put it on my breast for all the time 
I was there and I brought it to my house and it is the 
most precious treasure I ever had. If I am living it is 
a miracle. My leg is almost normal and so is my 
nervousness which will pass away later on, the doctors 
say.

and lose one’s soul” was an unprofitable bargain? If 
my soul is worth more than the wealth of the entire 
world so that I would make a foolish exchange in sell- 
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ing it to possess the whole earth, it must equally apply 
to any other soul, whether in America, India, Africa, 
or the islands of the sea. 

Now here is an opportunity, we repeat, to win not 
only one soul, but many souls at a very small expendi- 
ture. A Priest in India has no money to pay his Cate- 
chists. The cost of these Catechists has been cut down 
to one dollar a month. A contribution therefore, of one 
dollar up to five or ten dollars a month would be suf- 
ficient to sustain one or more of these Catechists, and 
it would be a pretty poor Catechist in India that did 
not save one or more souls during the course of a year, 
many of them save scores upon scores of souls. Why 
not, therefore, go into partnership with this Priest and 
his Catechist ? 

Which would you rather be, a billionaire for a brief 
space of years on earth, or a miulti-billionaire in 
Heaven through eternity? Even if you preferred to be 
a billionaire on earth, your chance of becoming one is 
pretty slim, but by the outlay of a few dollars on 
the maintenance of Catechists in the foreign mission 
field you are certain to become a multi-billionaire in 
Heaven, provided of course, you die in a state of grace. 

Remember again, “He that winneth souls is wise,” 
and with an eye to the eternal reward, send help to 
Father Hodge. A letter with the Bishop’s endorse- 
ment follows. Read it with avidity if indeed you are 
“wise unto salvation”: 

Dear and Reverend Father Minister: 

Iam placed in a very sad predicament for want of funds 
to pay my catechists. This month I disposed of the last 
coin 1 had in the house in paying, as well as I could, the 
poor Catechists. Not to be obliged to cut down the num- 
ber of Catechists, I have been forced to give them half pay, 
which is extremely little and comes to just one dollar a 
month. For two months past and for some three months 
to come, there is scarcely anything to lire upon. Most of 
our Christians, including the Catechists, take only one meal 
a day, and that a poor one; many must be satisfied with 
only two or three single meals a week. I hare visited 
almost all the houses of my district and I can assure you 
of the fact. 

Would you not, therefore, help me somewhat to better 
the condition of my Catechists, who must now work on 
empty stomachs, so to say? I foresee the time when I shall 
be obliged to try and carry on with only half the number 
of catechists if I do not wish the whole work of the mis- 
sion to come to a standstill. I try every means of saving 
and I hare not spared myself, and I have cut down my 
bersonal expenses in food and clothing. 

I shall be most thankful for any help you may deign to 
give, be it in the shape of alms or Mass stipends. I humbly 
beg of you te take compassion, not on me, but on my Cate- 
chists and the work of the mission. I rely confide ntly on 
your charity. ,

We are organizing 
a Regiment of Japanese Volunteers to build a hospital 
in Osaka, Japan, and it seems to be doing fairly well.

In a few weeks the children will again be with us, 
the usual needs to be met. The mental strain is 
terrific—but it is for God’s little ones. Can you, 
Father, spare ONE DOLLAR for this work? I appeal 
to you in the words of holy Job: ‘Have pity on me 
at least you my friends.”

A TIMELY APPEAL FROM THE VICAR APOSTOLIC 
OF HANGCHOW 


Revere nd dear Father: 

Please allow me to recommend to your kind consider- 
ation the small Orphanage which my Mission had opened at 
Lin-an, fifty miles west of Hangchow, four years ago. No- 
tables (Pagans) of the city begged of us at that time to 
take charge of the place and we believed it our duty to 
accept, inasmuch as thereby we would have the opportunity 
to save many souls. We have had the happiness each year 
to baptize about one hundred children, most of whom have 
died soon after. For the children who survive the ex- 
penses are somewhat high and the upkeep always shows 
a deficit. 

The Pagan gentlemen who entrusted us with this work 
pay us $800 Mexican Dollars per year, about $400 in Ameri- 
can money. This is very far from adequate. It is only 
about half the running expenses. We have on an aver- 
age sixty children being nursed at $2. per month; besides 
clothing and upkeep of the Orphanage is considerable. My 
Mission may not, without losing its spiritual influence and 
confidence of the people abandon this work and the con- 
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tributions received from the Holy Childhood are all ab- 
sorbed by our establishments which we keep running at 
Hangchow, Kianghing and ten other centers. 

I venture, therefore, to solicit your special help, if pos- 
sible, to continue the work at Lin-an which was so well 
begun.

A Letter From Bishop Galvin 


Founder of the Irish Chinese Missionary Society 


Epitor’s Foreworp: By a special request of Bishop 
E. J]. Galvin, in charge of the Vicariate of Hanyang, 
China, we are publishing below a letter which he ad- 
dressed to the Readers of The Lamp, and which we 
heartily endorse. We do not think, however, that the 
Founder of the wonderful Irish Chinese Missionary 
Society has made his appeal for financial help to our 
Readers as strong as the personal letter addressed to 
the Editor. We venture, therefore, to quote first of 
all, from his private letter to us- 


Very Reverend and dear Father Paul: 

Being in great financial distress, arising out of the recent 
persecution, the present unprecedented famine, and other 
unforseen and unprovided-for eventualities, I am at my 
wit’s end in my search for ready money. It is only the 
direst necessity that compels me to look for help to you, 
my dear friend, and to the generous Readers of The Lamp, 
for I would not willingly intrude myself on the splendid 
work you are doing for other poor Missionaries, if I could 
see any other way out of the labyrinth of my difficulties. 

Confidently trusting in your personal kindness towards 
myself, I am sending an appeal for insertion in The Lamp 
Though it speaks for 


in the Vicariate of Hanyang. The leaders of the Com- 
munistic, anti-foreign and anti-Christian agitation hav- 
ing succeeded in overthrowing the government and set- 
ting themselves up in it’s stead, let loose their long 
pent-up hatred of God and His Church on my poor, 
defenceless Christians and on my priests. They in- 
augurated their rise to power by gathering round them 
huge mobs whose fealty they commanded by promises 
of gain or by threats of dire punishment for the breach 
of their newly-made laws for the extermination of 
Christianity. Armed with swords and other weapons, 
and with their slogans of “Down with the Christians,’ 
“Down with the Catholic Church,” these mobs began 
their reign of terror by wrecking our churches and 
looting or destroying the sacred vessels, vestments and 
everything else of a religious character in them. Hav- 
ing thus denuded then, some of the larger churches 
were converted into headquarters for the conducting 
of their nefarious business and as theatres in which 
the most sacred ceremonies of our holy religion were 
held up to the ribald ridicule of pagan crowds. Some 
of the presbyteries were also invaded and having been 
looted from roof to floor were used by the leaders as 
dwellings.

They could no 
longer look to their 
priests for protec- 
tion or justice as 
they formerly did as to a kind father, for now the 
priests themselves were being hunted down and their 
lives sought. They could not flee, for to do so would be 
to leave their homes and the little property they had 
to the mercy of those grasping mobs. They were 
obliged to face their enemies and submit to their ex- 
iortions, confiscations and brutal tortures carried out 
at the point of the sword. In many cases their lives 
hung by a thread when confronted by such a storm 
of passion; when too, killing weit unpunished, for the 
arbitrary rule of rabid, Christian-hating revolutionaries 
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was the only tribunal to answer to. For nearly twelve 
months, and in some parts of my vast district for 
nearly two years did the persecution endure. That was 
a veritable period of terror for my poor Christians, a 
time of terrible anxiety for my priests lest their peo- 
ple should fall away. But bravely the vast majority 
stood the ordeal, and many and glorious were the in- 
stances given of the heroism of the martyrs. 

“Though you should kill me I will not apostatize” 
was the response made to the mob’s cries of “Down 
with the Christians.” When the priest could manage 
to celebrate Mass, many, especially the aged women, 
came even long distances to be present, and when ad- 
vised by the priest not to expose themselves unneces- 
sarily, replied that they were willing to give their 
lives for God. Surely this was splendid loyalty to the 
Faith in these poor, illiterate, long-suffering people 
here in the very heart of China’s four hundred million 
pagans- Some, it is true, fell away under the strain, 
but they were for the most part the younger neophytes, 
still uninstructed and but babes in the Faith, and even 
those, thank God, are gradually coming back. 

That large number who are poorly instructed, and 
those poor, erring sheep returning to the Fold, is the 
reason for the appeal I now make to you, kind Read- 
ers of The Lamp. They are poorly instructed be- 
cause I have not had the funds to provide them with 
proper instruction. More embarassed than ever now, 
with losses in property amounting to thousands of 
dollars, I am still less able to come to their assistance. 
They are poor, and if I take them away from their 
homes to bring them into central catechumenates, I 
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naturally must provide them with their daily food as 
well as find the catechists’ salaries. Yet that is the 
only effective way to cope with the large numbers. 
In the catechumenates, as well as being given a solid 
course of instruction, they will be encouraged and 
strengthened, they will have daily Mass and oppor- 
tunities for the frequent reception of the Sacraments 
together with the support of the exemplary Christian 
mode of living which is a special feature in them. A 
three month’s course will make them robust in the 
Faith and fervent in its practice, will fortify them 
against the dangers and trials of living among a dense 
pagan population, and will have an abiding influence 
that will ensure their perseverance through life. 

By subscribing to this good work, you will be doing 
a double act of charity, for during the severe famine 
that now prevails, the worst in the long famine history 
of China, you will be able to succour many who prob- 
ably would otherwise starve to death. Many are al- 
ready starving, numbers have already died of starva- 
tion. If you can help, please help quickly. Father 
Paul Francis will kindly receive any help you can 
give me, or donations may be sent to me personally in 
the form of a check, a bill or post office money order 
addressed to Bishop Galvin, Hanyang, Hupeh, China. 
It is unnecessary to say that I and the priests and 
sisters of my vicariate will gratefully remember our 
benefactors in our prayers and Masses, and you will 
receive the special reward that God gives to those 
who help His poor, and the spiritual needy.

A Pilgrimage to Lisieux 


INTERESTING LETTER OF MISS HEWIT TO THE LATE FATHER ELLIOTT 


Epitor’s Foreword: THE Lamp of last january 
carried Part One of a letter written in May, 1928 by 
Miss Henrietta M. Hewit, niece of the late Father 
Hewit of the Paulist Congregation, to the Rev. Father 
Elliott, C.S.P., at that time the last surviving member 
of the illustrious band of mission preachers associated 
with Father Hecker in founding the Paulist Congrega- 
tion. Undoubtedly had Father Elliott lived a little 
longer this letter would have been published in “The 
Missionary.” But shortly after receiving it he was 
summoned before the Great Captain of our Salvation 
to receive the reward of his long and glorious service. 
We felt honored when Miss Hewit offered her letter 
to Fr. Elliott to The Lamp for publication. Why so 
long an interval between the publication of Part One 
and Part Two requires some explanation. Unfor- 
tunately the manuscript disappeared in some unexplain- 
able way and has only just come to light again, greatly 
to our satisfaction. 


PART TWO 


I started to walk to “Les Buissonets,” the dearly 
loved home of Little Therese, It is on a broad pleas- 


ant road, quite on the outskirts of the town, everyone 
directing you with friendly interest which way to turn. 
The house and grounds are exactly like the pictures, 
we are all familiar with. Inside the house I saw the 
dining room, so short a time ago the scene of that 
happy home life—I went up the winding stairway that 
she had so often gone up and down, saw her room, 
now an oratory, an altar standing in the alcove where 
the bed used to be. A reproduction of the “Virgin of 
the Smile” is placed where the original had been—I 
saw the berdoom of M. Martin, and then mounting to 
a room on the third floor there was the little bedstead 
that had belonged to the little Saint. 

Grouped around it were her cradle, her little chair, 
her prieu-dieu—a table holding her crucifix, the books 
she used, her pen and the inkstand, work box, etc. 
There were also the little basket she carried when she 
went fishing with her father, all her tcys —a little 
stove, a toy piano, jumping rope, checker board, all 
that any little girl would have to play with. So inter- 
esting—so impressive, all foreshadowing “her little 
way.” 

In the garden, at the back of the house is the monu- 
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ment of Therese and her father, marking the spot 
where she asked his permission to enter Carmel. Her 
own words better describe the significance of that 
beautiful and affecting scene thus commemorated: 
“In’as tu ma petite reine? Confie moi cela. A travers 
mes Carmeo ji parlai du Carmel.” In front of the 
noble and majestic figure of M. Martin and that of 
Therese in white marble is a large flower bed of 
heavenly blue forget-me-nots. 

As I walked around this sacred and secluded spot 
where she used to play—making little shrines, dis- 
tributing alms to the poor who came, picking the 
flowers she loved, squeezing berries to make little 
glasses of juice for her father to drink, which he would 
pretend to enjoy—I realized I was privileged indeed 
to be there. It was the hour for Benediction when I 
returned to “La Roserare”. After Benediction her 
relic is passed for each one to kiss. 


A Fortunate Finp 

Going first to look again at the beautiful representa- 
tion of the Saint, I found a place in a pew near to the 
grille, where a woman with a very sweet and friendly 
smile made room for me. So kind and pleasant was 
she, that after the services were over we left the 
church together, and I was more than interested to find 
that she also had 
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Her house and garden were on high ground over. 
looking the town, and I was not surprised to hear that 
the former chaplain of the Carmelites, when Little 
Therese was alive, used to often come to this lovely 
garden and read his Breviary. Madame D. said he 
would tell her with much sadness how ill little “Soeur 
Therese” was and how bravely she bore her sufferings, 

It is astonishing how news penetrates through the 
massive walls of Carmel, for all the town people knew 
a Saint was inclosed within them. All knew of her 
holiness and they begged for her prayers while she 
lived, as now do hundreds of thousands all over the 
world since her death. 


THe Last Day at Lisieux 

At half past five the next morning I was awakened 
by the Convent bell, and realizing that I did not come 
to Lisieux to sleep, which I could do anywhere, I was 
over at the chapel in time for the first Mass at half- 
past six. 

There again I saw the sweet smile and friendly face 
of Madame D. She renewed her kind offer of the day 
before, and nine o’clock found me at the stone steps 
that led up to her garden where she awaited me. 

The walk to the cemetery was along a lovely country 
road, with green meadows on each side. On some 

high ground at the 





lived all her life in 
Lisieux. 

“Oh yes indeed, 
she had often seen 
little Therese and 
her father out walk- 
ing—also in the 
Carmelite chapel go- 
ing up to kneel near 
the altar rail.” She 
too said the same 
“that everyone saw 
in Therese some- 
thing not of this 
earth—a most beau- 
tiful child, quelque 
chose on ciel. 

Yes, to see this 
little girl with the 
golden curls and 
lovely blue eyes ; 
walking with the distinguished elderly man—stopping 
to give alms to a poor person now and then. Therese 
always gave the alms—everyone knew them, every- 
one admired them.” 

When this kind and friendly French woman asked 
me to walk with her and see her garden, adding, before 
we parted that she wished she had met me earlier so I 
could have stayed at her house, I felt that little 
Therese, so kind to everyone, was sending me a friend 
to make me feel welcome in her native town. 

Madame D. offered to accompany me the next morn- 
ing to the cemetery, to the Benedictine Convent, where 
Therese went to school and made her First Communion 
and other places associated with her life in Lisieux. 
It was all so delightful and so interesting that I could 
not refrain from accepting the kindness of this new 
friend, whom an hour before I had never seen. 








The Little Therese’s 





left Madame D. 
pointed out the site 
where the Carmel- 
ites hoped to build 
a basilica for their 
little Saint, the pre- 
sent chapel being 
quite inadequate to 
contain the increas- 
ingly great crowds. 
We were early 
enough to have the 
cemetery quite to 
ourselves. Just be- 
fore reaching the 
Carmelite’s burial 
plot is that of M. 
and Madame Mar- 
tin where they and 
“les petite frires du 
Cril,” as Therese 
called her little brothers, are buried. A handsome 
granite cross bears this inscription—“M. et Madame 
Martin,” then below their names in letters of gold is 
carved, “Pere et Mere de Sainte Therese de 1’Enfant 
Jesus.” Never, it seemed to me could any parents have 
a more glorious epitaph. 

A few steps farther along brought us to the Car- 
melite’s lot. Over the place where little Therese was 
first buried is now a kneeling statue of the Saint—so 
beautiful, so celestial is the expression of the face and 
figure that the pure white marble seems wholly 
ethereal—like something without weight. It appears 
to rise aloft and can be seen from far, far away. Many 
pilgrims were entering the cemetery as we left it. 
Far in the other direction is the Benedictine Convent. 
As wonderful as everything else was the realization that 
I was going over the same ground so often traversed

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by the little Saint. In the Convent Chapel I saw the 
opening in the grille where she received her First Com- 
munion, as represented in the pictures of that great 
event. 

On our way to the Cathedral, Madame D. told me 
that M. Martin usually brought Therese home from 
school, stopping on their way to make a visit to the 
Blessed Sacrament at the Cathedral and she showed 
me where they used to kneel. 

Then we stopped for a moment at St. Jacques, the 
parish church of M. Martin. In every church of 
Lisieux, as indeed all over France, is a statue of “la 
petite Therese.” 


A SuccEsTIon 


While we were going from place to place, Madame 
D. said she had a suggestion to make, worth trying, 
with even a less than small chance of success. “Why 
did I not ask the chaplain of the Carmelites” (there 
are two, she explained, the Chaplain of the Carmelites 
and the Chaplain of the Pilgrims) “if I could speak 
just a moment to “Celine,” now “Soeur Genevieve de 
la Sainte Face.” She went on to point out “that since 
I had come so far, all the way from America, it might 
be that “Celine” not being Prioress, would be allowed 
to say a few words to me before I left—perhaps not— 
what did I think?” 

I replied that such a privilege was worth leaving 
nothing undone to obtain, and I was willing to make 
the attempt. It was already noon, and I should not 
see Madame D. again before taking my train at two. 
She begged me to let her know if my request should 
be granted, adding that on my next visit to Lisieux 
I must stay with her. 

You may be sure that I bade her good bye with more 
grateful thanks than I could express for all her untir- 
ing kindness. After luncheon I started for a last visit 
to the chapel, meeting on my way the Chaplain of the 
Pilgrims of whom I inquired where I could find the 
Chaplain of the Carmelites. He said to wait by the 
chapel door and the Chaplain would soon pass on his 
way to the Hall of Relics. 

A few moments later they crossed the street together, 
and I saw the Chaplain to whom I had spoken, point 
me out to the other—I did not feel terribly persistent, 
but I advanced to meet him remembering that I had 
always heard true courage is in overcoming fear— 
with the kindest manner possible he said: “Now come 
in here with me, and you must tell me what you wish, 
and we will talk it all over.” 

Rt the Hall the following conversation took 
place. 


He—“Now, what can I do for you?” 


I—“Mon Pere I have come all the way from Amer- 
ica, bringing with me a letter from the Prioress of the 
Philadelphia Carmel, one who stands highest in the 
Order, to Mere Agnes de Jesus, to whom I wished to 
have the privilege of saying just a few words—a 
memory for a life time, but she sent me word that she 
does not speak to anyone in the parlor. Now, I wish 
so much just to speak to “Celine,” and I shall go away 
Satisfied and happy.” 
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He—“Why do you wish to speak to Celine?” 

I—“Because she was the dear intimate companion 
and sister of Sainte petite Therese, it would give me 
great happiness, et je le desire beaucoup, beaucoup.” 

He—With great impressiveness, “Now give it up— 
it cannot be done, I assure you it is not possible. If 
she speaks to you others will insist upon the same 
favor.” 

I—“But I would not tell anyone.” 

He—“So many come, so many wish to speak to 
them, don’t you see that they could not lead their 
Carmelite lives? Therefore they must refuse all. Just 
realize that.” (and with great emphasis) “give up the 
idea entirely.” 

I—“Of course if this is an absolute impossibility I 
must give it up, and say no more. What would be 
the use ?” 

He—“I congratulate you on that very sensible atti- 
tude of mind—it is indeed very fine.” 

But I really could not feel that I deserved con- 
gratulations, for I should have surely lacked the rudi- 
ments of intelligence if I had not accepted the situation 
without another word. 

So you see my story does not turn out successfully 
as it would in a book, and I realized, what I knew 
before, that Carmel’s laws are made to be kept, not 
relaxed or modified. One last look at the beautiful 
shrine, and I made my way to the railway station. I 
do hope that this long and detailed recital has not 
wearied you too much. Although I had a disappoint- 
ment, still, I could not help feeling that Sainte petite 
Therese had sent me a friend and guide, who spared 
herself in nothing to make me feel at home in her own 
town of Lisieux. 

This is a long long letter, and I must just add that 
I never forget all your kindness to our family.

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LITURGICAL DAY A GREAT SUCCESS 
First Liturgical Day in United States 
Drew Large Crowd 


St. John’s Abbey, Collegeville. Minnesota.—The first 
Liturgical Day to be celebrated in the United States 
took place on Thursday, July 25th, in connection with 
the Liturgical Summer School being conducted at St. 
John’s Abbey, Collegeville, Minnesota. The crowd 
that had gathered at the Abbey, remote from city life, 
for the Pontifical Mass at 9:00 a. m. proved too large 
for the Abbey Church, so that participants stood out- 
side and in the vestibule during the opening cere- 
monies. The Liturgical Day was the first official na- 
tional gathering of its kind in the United States. 
Partly by reason of the students attending the sum- 
mer school there was a wide representation of states 
at this modest beginning of national liturgical cele- 
brations. The states represented were: Minnesota, 
North and South Dakotas, Wisconsin, Michigan, Iowa, 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Louisiana, New 
Hampshire, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Georgia, Wash- 
ington and Saskatchewan, Canada. 

The Day opened with Pontifical High Mass in the 
Abbey Church, celebrated by the Rt. Rev. Alcuin 
Deutsch, Abbot of St. John’s. The Rt. Rev. Joseph F. 
Busch, Bishop of St. Cloud, preached an eloquent ser- 
mon. He stressed the Mass as the essential internal 
fact of the liturgical prayer of the Church, and ex- 
horted all present to join with the celebrant in offer- 
ing themselves with Christ on the altar, and in living 
cut this oblation in active apostolic labors in behalf of 
the liturgy of the church, “so that God be glorified n 
all things.” 

The morning session was opened in the new spacious 
auditorium, where the crowd could for the first time 
be estimated. Counts ranged the number between 400 
and 450, including about 150 Sisters and 100 priests 
ipart from the members of the large community. 

At the morning session, the Rt. Rev. Abbot spoke 
on renewal in Christ, its great need today, and the 
liturgy of the Church as the officially instituted means 
of renewal in and union with Christ. The Rev. Martin 
B. Hellriegel, of O’Fallon, Missouri, gave an instruc- 
tive address on the liturgical movement as it is develop- 
ng today in so many countries, especially in Europe. 
“he Rev. William Busch, brother of the Bishop of 
St. Cloud, and professor at the St. Paul Seminary, 
read a most interesting paper on “The Missal and 
Breviary as sources of the spiritual life” in which he 
aroused a strong desire among his hearers to drink 
deeper of these treasuries of Catholic tradition. 

Dinner followed in the college refectory, after which 
there was an hour and a half for resting, informal dis- 
cussion, and inspection of the liturgical exhibit. Much 
interest was shown in the latter. It presented an excel- 
lent array of artistic chalices in use at the abbey, 
as also candlesticks, crucifixes, monstrance, ciboria, 
vestments, and the like—all of high artistic quality 
and beauty. There was a complete display of the 
publications of the Liturgical Press, Father Joshua 
Brady’s well-known perpetual liturgical calendar and 
Mass chart, design done by grade school children in 
Minneapolis, and by the students of the summer ses- 
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sion of the St. Paul Diocesan Teachers’ College— 
the designing based on liturgical symbolism—and 
samples of the coming practical religious exercise 
books resulting from the Liturgical summer school at 
the abbey. 

The afternoon session opened in the auditorium at 
two o’clock. Dom Basil Stegmann, prior of St. John’s 
Abbey, led with a paper on “Practical Ways of Living 
the Liturgy” in which he showed the need of a more 
conscious parish liturgical life among Catholics. The 
Very Rev. Prior’s paper was followed by a detailed 
illustration of its main concept in a paper on “Introduc- 
ing the Mass to the Children” by the Rev. Victor 
Siegler, Millerville, Minnesota, who gave a most 
informing account of his experiences in bringing the 
children to active participation in the Mass. The clos. 
ing paper of the session was by Dom. Roger Schoen- 
bechler on “The Chant in Our Parishes.” He stressed 
the desire of Pius X and the present Pontiff in regard 
to Gregorian Chant, and outlined a series of gradual 
steps by which the chant can be brought back to 
ordinary use by the people. 

The Liturgical Day ended where it had begun, in 
church. At 3:30 the program of liturgical music began, 
It consisted of Gregorian selections sung by the com- 
bined monastic and summer school choirs, a series of 
Gregorian melodies from different Masses of the litur- 
gical seasons, and four polyphonic selections, two of 
them in eight parts, sung by the monastery choir of 
35 to 40 voices. Pontifical Benediction of the Blessed 
Sacrament, at which the Rt. Rev. Abbot was minister, 
followed. At the close the combined choirs sang an 
impressive series of Acclamations dating from the 
eighth or ninth centuries. 

Among all the attendants there was but one opinion 
about the success of the Liturgical Day. It carried 
inspiration into many hearts, for a more zealous fos- 
tering of the liturgical life of the Church, and many 
demands were made for the annual repetition of the 
celebration.
